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Coot hunting season opened Tues- 
day with an estimated 4,000 hunters 
blasting away in a veritable din at 
Grass lake and surrounding territory. 

It was a good opening day, accord- 
ing to resort owners who hud all of 
their boats in use. 

None jumped the opening siren, 
darkness having its effect on that 
score. 

With very little or no wind, the 
coots, also known as mud hen.*, re- 
mained back in the pockets and bays 
among the Illy pads and those who 
fired from the blinds got their limit 
while those who were out in boats 
had less luck. It was estimated that 
about 30 percent of the hunters got 
their limit. 

After the coots were scared away 
from their 'feeding ground to the 
open water region, those in boats 
got their share. 

Although one or two persons may 
have received some stray shot, the 
day was comparatively free from ac- 
cidents. A new Gar Wood boat in use 
by Game wardens, Bob Sparks, Huss 
Careton and Tony Maggio struck a 
submerged object and a big hole was 
torn in it. The boat was towed ir. 
before it sank and the men escaped 
a wetting by standing on the scats. 

Livingstone E. Osborne, head of 
the department of conservation, was 
one of those in the boat. The boat 
was the first of the new Gar Wood 
craft on the lake. 

The hunters were not all Cook 
county visitors. Many local people 
who arc said to like the mud hen 
better than ducks, are hunting them 
and canning them to beat the meat 
shortage. 

The coot hunting season will last 
until Oct. 13 when there will be a 
closed season until Oct. 26. Then for 
45 days ducks and mud hens both 
may be shot.

No action on the plan to provide 
free transportation for high school 
students was taken at a meeting of 
the hoard Wednesday evening, T. R. 
Birkhead, principal of the school and 
spokesman for the board of education 
said today that "due to the small 
response of the school patrons to the 
recent poll conducted by the board 
of education is connection with hav- 
ing school-provided transportation, 
the board feels that no action should 
be Liken until a more representative 
reaction is received." 

The poll, which consisted of 200 
'letters sent to parents of school stu- 
dents, included a return card on 
which patrons could mark their pre- 
ference in the matter. To date no 
more than forty of the cards have 
been returned. Of the forty returned 
about thirty-two were marked in fa- 
vor of the plan and ifive were against 
all the -provisions included. 

Birkhead mentioned the possibil- 
ity of the calling of a meeting of pa- 
trons of the sdhool and taxpayers 
some time in the 'future, in order 
to be able to discuss the plan more 
thoroughly. 

The proposed service would carry' 
approximately 170 students daily and 
would entail an outlay of $20,400 
during the first year, with the cost 
dropping to about S6.800 for the sec- 
ond and succeeding years. Of this 
amount the state would reimburse 
the school district to the amount of 
$20 per student per year, making the 
cost, after the first investment, only 
about $3400 annually.

Antioch, outweighed, took to 
the air and completed six of the 19 
forward -passes ifor a total of 114 
yards, as compared to Zion's three at- 
tempts for a two-yard gain.

Simple Precautions 

Simple precautions against the possibility of fire 
save lives and property from destruction — precautions 
which are sn simple they may seem actually unneces- 
sary- But The National Board of Fire Underwriters 
emphasizes the importance of such measures in its un- 
tiring effort to cut down fire loss. It recognizes that 
the most effective force In fighting fire is a sincere 
desire on the part of the public to cooperate in eliminat- 
ing every possible fire hazard. 

Some of the simple precautions that depend on 
each individual are: Proper insulation around stoves; 
the use of fuses instead of pennies in the fuse box; 
closing of doors and windows to shut off possible 
drafts when leaving a dwelling; safeguarding fires left 
in houses against spreading to curtains, furniture and 
inflammable fixtures; destroying refuse whieh is a po- 
tential producer of instantaneous combustion; placing 
electric irons on something metallic instead of on the 
cloth Ironing board. These and countless other safety 
measures dopetid upon individual action. 

Such safeguards arc indispensable Lf we are to 
reduce the tremendous annual fire loss suffered by 
this country. The great proportion of fires results from 
failure to adhere to the simplest precautions. Thousands 
of lives are lost and millions of dollars worth of pro- 
perty is destroyed every year because of individual 
negligence or Laziness in cooperating to prevent fire. 
Simple precautions may save any one of us from being j 
the victim of fire. Why shirk a duty that takes so 
little time and may prevent untold loss and suffering? 

Three-Point Oil Policy 

In a recent address. Secretary of the Interior 
Krug outlined a three-point oil policy for the United 
States, involving national oil security, continued 
availability of an adequate, reasonably priced supply of 
petroleum products, and the maintenance of a healthy, 
vigorous American petroleum industry. 

That is practically what we have now. The Ameri- 



can oil industry, through exploration and research, is 
constantly expanding known oil reserves to serve the 
country in generations to come. The cost of oil pro- 
ducts to consumers has risen very little since before 
the war — despite substantial increases in the cost of 
operating the industry. And no industry has shown a 
more vigoruos spirit. It met the unprecedented, un- 
predictable demands of the war with 100 per cent 
success. 

There need be no fear of an "oil problem * in 
this country so long as we permit the industry, under 
suitable and reasonable regulations, to continue to 
produce, to develop and to conserve our oil resources. 
It has the "know how" whieh has given it world leader- 
ship. And it has 'the drive and the incentive.

The Transportation Shortage 

The transportation shortage— which Railway Age 
describes as the most serious in American history— is 
the result of a number of factors. 

First, war controls over the handling of trans- 
portation are not now in effect. Consequently, boxcars 
no lonyer need to be completely filled by shippers, 
and more cars are required for a given amount of 
freight. The railroads work seven days a week, but 
many factories work only five days— and cars must 
stand idle over the long weekend. 

Second, the railroads, like all other industries, 
are finding it difficult to fill orders for new equipment. 
Cars and locomotives, like automobiles and refrigera- 
tors, aren't beinii produced in adequate quantities. 

Third and most imprunt by far in the long run, 
is the railroad's financial problem. The Industry's cost 
of operation has risen to such an extent that it is 
necessarv to dip into reserves to pay running ex- 
penses—and those arc the reserves whieh were created 
to buv new equipment. The lines have asked the Inter-, 
state Commerce Commission for rate increases, and 
have substantiated that request with a vast amount of 
factual testimony as to the need. Yet, as Railway Age 
says, "The ICC is delaying month after month the ad- 
vances in freight rates without which the railways can- 
not make the net earnings essential to enabling them 
to make the required investment." 

The only solution to the transportation short- 
age is a huge railroad expansion program. The rail- j 
roads are solidly behind that program. But they can't | 
undertake it until means are provided for getting the 
money, Their only source of revenue is rates. It's up to 
the ICC.

Explanation of Proposed Amendment. 

The proposed amendment of Section 2 of Article XIV of the con- 
stitution of Illinois changes the manner in which amendments to our State 
constitution may be made in three respects: 

1. The number of articles of the constitution to which the Gener- 
al Assembly may propose amendments in the same biennial session is 
increased from one to not more than three; 

2. The vote of the electors required for the adoption of a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment is changed from a majority of all votes 
cast tn the general election to two-thirds of the votes cast upon the 
proposition; and 

3. Votes upon a proposed constitutional amendment must be cast 
directly upon the proposition. Party circle votes may not be counted. 

In order for this proposed amendment to be adopted it must re- 
ceive a majority of all the votes cast In the general election. If it fails 
to receive a majority of all votes cast in the general election, it will 
not he adopted even though it receives a large majority of the votes 
cast upon the proposition.
